1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. 
IN THE CLAIMS : Canceled the non-elected claims 1-13 & 37-54, been previously withdrawn in 
the Election without Traverse dated April 9, 2008. 



2. Claims 14-36 are allowed. Following is the Examiner's statement reason for allowance: 
None of the references of record, including US 2001/0050721 to Miyake, teaches or suggests 

the claimed "forming at least one metal thin film layer on the top part of the resultant material while 

adjusting the surface temperature of the semiconductor image pickup device at the range between a 
room temperature and 200°C" with "forming a photosensitive film on the top part of the metal thin 
film layer and then light-exposing and developing the same so as to expose the metal thin film layer 
of the regions where the electrode pads of the semiconductor image pickup device are formed" and 
among other steps/limitations as cited in independent claim 14.
